Or so the media would 
ve us believe with their screeming head- 
es warning of the rise of a new form of 
;ist hate mongering. 

The media outcry began two months 
o after an anti-Semitic and anti-gay 
eech by one of Farrakhan's followers, 
lalid Muhammad was made public. To 
sure, the speech was utterly reactionary 
a number of counts. For example, Mu- 
mmad called Jews the bloodsuckers of 
; black nation and the black community. 
\ also said. 'You see everybody always 
ks about Hitler exterminating 6 million 
ws. That's right. But don't nobody ever 
k what did they do to Hitler? He also 
*ued that during slavery 75 percent of 
slaved blacks were owned by Jews—a 
iicrous claim. Since Jews made up only 
J percent of slaveholders. 

The speech itself was sparsely attend- 
. It only made headlines two months lat- 
after the Anti-Defamation League pub- 
hed excerpts from it in a full page ad in 
j New York Times. Farrakhan, whose 
m speeches are literated with such reac- 
mary ideas, suspended Muhammad but 
fused to renounce what he called 'the 
iths' in his speech. 

The Senate, however, voted 
animously to condemn Muhammad's 
eech, while black politicians— including 
weisi Mfume, chairman of the 
mgressional Black Caucus— lined up to 
nounce Farrakhan. 

Such racist and reactionary ideas 
ould be opposed. Whoever speaks them, 
it from the beginning the response to the 
uhammad speech has been steeped in 
pocrisy. For one thing, the Senate 
shed to condemn Muhammad's 
eech— yet the Senate itself contains open 
lite supremacists, such as Jesse Helms, 
10 has served for more than 20 years, 
st recently the Senate was more than 
ppy to disregard the racist remark made 

South Carolina Senator Ernest 
filings, who said that African diplomats 
; cannibals who like to eat each other. 

Nor was there any media uproar when 
white council representative from New 
jrk state recently called a black 
litician a nigger from Harlem. And no 
e denounced Abe Foxman, executive 
rector of the Anti-Defamation 



League-the group which started the furore 
over Muhammad— several years ago when 
he travelled to Jerusalem to attend the 
funeral of Meir Kahane, an open fascist. 

As Adolph Reed argued recently, 
"The obvious and odious anti-Semitism of 
Farrakhan and Khalid Muhammad, when 
all is t said and done, is only a pretext for 
the furore... Somehow, the earnest 
discussion provoked by Khalid 
Muhammad's remarks has managed to 
avoid the obvious point that race is a 
central element in a system of enforced 
hierarchy and inequality. 

Equating the anti-Semitism expressed 
by the Nation of Islam to white Southern 
segregationists - or even to Hitler - as the 
media has done, lets the real perpetrators 
of racism in society off the hook. From the 
times of Southern segregation, the US,

ruling class has sought to maintain racial 
divisions among workers as a means to 
preserve its own power. Today every 
institution within US society is ingrained 
with racism and discrimination, directed 
primarily against blacks. 

The hypocrisy of the political 
establishment's hostility toward Farrakhan 
has, if anything, raised his own credibility 
among blacks. While black politicians 
remain tied as a group to Clinton's coat 
tails, Farrakhan's black separatism gives 
voice to the anger felt by millions of 
blacks. Farrakhan's rallies have drawn tens 
of thousands in recent months. The Nation 
of Islam is viewed bv many to be 
carrying on the tradition of Maicoim X. 
Who was once a member. But Malcolm 
X broke with the Nation of Islam in 
1964. At the time Louis Farrakahn. 
then known as Louis X. Said that 
Malcolm was worthy of death. In 
reality. Farrakhan carries on a tradition 
which Malcolm X ultimately rejected. 
mainly because the N ation of Islam 
refused to involve itself in political 

Stripped of all its rhetoric, the pro- 
gramme of the Nation of Islam is not radi- 



cal, but conservative - offering no way 
confronting racism in society. 

The Nation of Islam is not ai 
capitalist. Rather than seeing racism 
stemming from the need for capitalists 
create divisions among workers, it blan 
other racial groups - such as Koreans, , 
abs, Jews, and whites in general - for p 
venting blacks from gaining econori 
equality. The Nation of Islam stands 
black separatism, but not by fighting ag 
nst the system. Rather, it seeks for bla< 
to develop themselves as capitalists \* 
sell goods and services to other blacks. 

The Nation of Islam holds positii 
which mirror those of US conservativ 
including the Republican Party. Farrakl 
attacks welfare for subsidising sin 
women to have babies'. Farrakhan is \ 
of the law and order crowd. He has writ 
that Saudi Arabia has very little crime 
cause the government is willing to cut 
limbs or kill to punish those who break 
law. But so far, he laments, "America 1 
not found a way to curb crime and refc 
those in her society who consistently bn 
her laws, particularly in the black comr 
nity". 

The Nation relegates women's o 
cerns to housework and children. Fan- 
nan opposes abortion, but he argues t 
he is "pro-choice" - in that he favours 
lowing women "the right to choose 
whom they will commit their lives". C 
sexuality, he argues, is immoral, and ' 
must change homosexual behaviour i 
get rid of the circumstances that brinj 
about". 

Rather than fight against police bru 
ity, the Nation of Islam has managed 
work alongside the police - for profit. 
Nation formed two private security cc 
panies in 1990 which rent out secui 
guards to private landlords and to h 
crime public housing complexes in Phi 
delphia, Los Angeles, Chicago and Ba 
more. Since June 1991 the Nation has t 
en in more than $1 million in governm 
money for security. 

Perhaps most importantly, the Nat 
of Islam believes that ending racism i 
possible. The emphasis is placed upon 
dividual change - personal morality, cli 
living, and "self help". All of this fits ni 
ly with Clinton's calls for the poor to t 
personal responsibility for improving tl 
lives - the flip side of blaming the victir

Just like that, four words to reverse 
more than 300 years of history. The first 
Dutch settlers arrived at the Cape of Good 
Hope in 1652 to set up a provisioning sta- 
tion for ships of the Dutch East India 
Company bound for East Africa. British 
settlers followed, pushing the black tribes 
north. The Boers eventually trekked 
north as well to escape the oppressive 
influence of their new European neigh- 
bors. Using rifles against spears, they con- 
quered the Zulu army at the battle of 
Blood River in 1838 and proclaimed the 
day sacred, a symbol of God's favor. 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
became Boer strongholds, and remained 
so until the British defeated the Afrikaners 



in the Boer War of 1899^1902. 

The Afrikaners made a comeb 
when their conservative National P 
swept the country in the 1948 electi 
The white policy of racial separation 
been growing piecemeal until then, 
the new government leaders systemat 
it with a vengeance. The Bantu Educa 
Act intentionally provided blacks \ 
inferior schooling. What was the poir 
teaching them skills the governm 
would never allow them to use? All pu 
places were segregated, and 3.5 mil 
blacks were uprooted and moved to ba 
areas that the government euphemistic 
called "independent homelands." Bl 
leaders were exiled or jailed. Many of ri

Many South Africans, including Ma 
zome and his comrades in the ANC, w;

"If you're coming to talk to people, 
see the situation, to learn, come nov 
Macozome said.

"President De Klerk is the biggest 
raitor in the history of South Africa," he 
aid. "We want to be a pure nation. We be- 
ieve in the Bible. We believe God created 
is apart. One of the greatest sins in the 
vorld is to intermix and interbreed. Blacks 
ome to South Africa by the thousands," 
4aritz shouted, referring to the refugees 
hat came from war-ravaged Mozambique. 
To a country the world hates! A country 
he world says mistreats them! Why 
lo they come?" 

ERROL PIETERSEN WAS BORN 
in 1953, five years after 
the legal separation of 
races in South Africa. His 
family traced its roots to 
an early Afrikaner set- 
tlement in Cape Town. 
Errol grew up as the colo- 
tial powers were leaving Africa. One 
>y one, countries to the north — 
jhana, Nigeria, Kenya — won their 
ndependence. But in South Africa 
he whites were entrenching them- 
elves, battening down the hatches. 

Errol went to boarding school and 
fterward became a farm manager, 
intil a series of droughts wrecked the 
msiness. He then worked as a ranger 
t several private reserves in Trans- 
vaal, and eventually landed a prized job, at 
, salary cut, at Kruger National Park. 
Applicants often wait more than 12 years 
or park service jobs. 

On the trail, Errol was a tireless worker, 
>ften putting in a hundred or more hours a 
veek. He was a marathon runner, an ardent 
>ird-watcher, and, like all rangers at Kruger, 
. crack shot. To ensure that the park's 
angers are able to protect guests, not to 
nention themselves, every year they have 
o stand up to a charging bull elephant dur- 
ng culling season and down it with one 
hot, while colleagues aim at the animal 
irom a helicopter overhead. But Kruger's 
angers are so well trained that they almost 
lever have to fire at animals on the trail; if 
hey do, they'd better have a good reason, or 
hey'll lose their jobs. A ranger is supposed 
o be able to turn a charging animal simply 
>y standing his ground and shouting. 



In the sixties, seventies, and eighties, as 
the international outcry against apartheid 
grew and violence spread through the 
black townships, Kruger wasn't affected 
much. Parks represented the vestiges of 
the old colonial life in Africa: leisure and 
privilege, black labor, accommodation 
with the wild, cocktails at sunset. 

Even now, on the eve of what could be 
revolution, Kruger seemed untouched by 
it all. It continued to hum along as if 
efficiency alone could ward off change. 
Animal populations were carefully moni- 
tored. Water holes were dug to protect ani- 
mals during droughts. Fences were built 
to keep the animals from wandering off 
the property. Camping areas were so art- 
fully concealed that you had to be right on 
top of them to see that they were there. It 
was a model South African park: heart-

dangerous here, " said 
Henry. "We don't have 
a fort. We don '/ have 
guns. Whites drive in 
and can shoot us. " 



breakingly beautiful and intensely man- 
aged. "In comparison to other parks in 
Africa," said Diana E, McMeekin, execu- 
tive vice-president of the African Wildlife 
Foundation, "Kruger is less appealing 
because it's a western-world idea of how 
to have a wild animal park. It's where 
rangers sweep animal dung off the road. 
It's impressive, but antiseptic." 

To preserve the quality of the park, only 
6,000 or so visitors are allowed in each day. 
Many of them are scientists. Research is 
big at Kruger. At any given time, says 
Christo van der Linde, a senior environ- 
mental education officer at the park, at 
least a hundred projects are underway, vir- 
tually all conducted by South Africans. 
They study practical questions related to 
park management. The effect of rainfall on 
wildebeests and impalas. Endangered wild 
dogs. Methods of counting animals. Even 



ways that the park influences toi 
views on conservation. The Parks 
publishes the results in a research j< 
distributed to anyone who wants it 
usually that's only South Africans.

Reading my second favourite magazine 
(Trends is the first, of course!) I came 
across a cartoon of two young thugs 
walking down the street, one saying to 
the other "My social worker reckons I'm 
just two muggings short of a holiday in 
the Seychelles." Obviously, the 
cartoonist was parodying the case of the 
teenager who was sent on an 80-day trip 
to Africa by the Bryn Melyn community 
farm in North Wales. To refresh your 
memory: a 17 year old boy pleaded 
guilty t6 more than 30 charges at 
Gloucester Youth Court. The offences 
included ram-raiding, burglary, 
vandalism and violence. The Court felt 
imprisonment wasn't the right sentence 
and ordered that he be sent to the Bryn 
Melyn therapy centre. They in rum sent 
the boy with one of their "therapists" to 
Africa on a £7,000 safari at public 
expense. On returning from the trip the 
youth described his travels as "weird 
and stupid"; the finer tastes of the 
Pyramids and cruises along the Nile had 
escaped him. We do not know the 
effects on the therapist", but one begins 
to wonder for whose benefit the whole 
caper was organised. In any case, three 
days after returning, the youth was 
arrested on, amongst other things, 
suspicion of drink-driving. This time the 
Court banned him from driving for a 
year, ordered him to pay £60 
compensation to the teacher he had hit 
over the head with a metal rod and sent 
him back to the same Centre for more 
"therapy*. But this time he will not be 
going" abroad, according to a 
Gloucestershire social services officer. 
Punishment for crimes in Britain has 
become a joke. But it is not a laughing 
matter. So much misery is caused to the 
ordinary citizen who expects protection 
from the State from mindless thugs and 
vandals. And so many millions of 
pounds are spent on useless attempts to 
"reform" criminals. The powers that be 
seem to be afraid of punishing those 
who commit serious crimes and require

to be punished. One is baffled and 
begins to wonder why this is so, until 
one goes back a couple of centuries and 
sees the truly barbaric and heinous 
nature of punishments inflicted for the 
most menial of offences. In counsel's 
opinion it is the spectre of raising the 
ghosts of Olde England that frighten 
today's social philosophers and 
legislators. Allow me to take you on a 
tour of old time punishments and be 
prepared for spooky ride. 
You've probably never heard of the 
brank. This vicious contraption was 
used to punish women who gossiped, 
or spoke their mind to some petty 
tyrant, or for plain-talking to a wrong- 




doer, or even for taking to task a lazy 
drunken husband. The brank may be 
described as an iron framework which 
was placed on the woman's head, 
enclosing it in a kind of cage; it had in 
the front a plate of iron which was 
either sharpened or covered with spikes 



and was so situated as to be placed in 
the mouth of the victim, and if she 
attempted to move her tongue in any 
way, it was certain to be shockingly 
injured. With the brank on her head she 
was marched through the streets, led by 
a chain, held by one of the town s 
officials, an object of contempt, and 
subjected to jeers of the crowd and 
often left to their mercy. 
The brank that has received the greatest 
attention is the one preserved in the 
vestry of Walton-on-Thames Parish 
Church. It bears the date of 1632, and 
the following couplet: 
"Chester presents Walton with a bridle 
To curb women's tongues that talk too 
idle- 
It is traditionally said that this brank was 
given to Walton Parish by a person 
named Chester, who had, through a 
gossiping and lying woman of his 
acquaintance, lost an estate he expected 
to inherit from a rich relative. 
Isabel Lindsay, one day stood up in the 
parish church of St. Andrews during 
"divine" service, when Archbishop Sharp 
was preaching, and declared that when 
he was a college student he was guilty 
of an illicit amour with her. She was 
arrested for this statement and was 
sentenced "to appear for a succession of 
Sundays on the repentance stool, 
wearing the brank." I wonder whether 
Cecil Parkinson, Tim Yeo and a whole 
host of other Tory MPs wish the brank 
was still available for their tell-tale 
woman. 

Have you heard of the pillory? In this 
country in bygone days the pillory was a 
familiar sight, and, perhaps no method 
of punishment was more generally 
employed. In some cases the offender's 
ears were nailed to the pillory or even 
cut off. In other case the offender's nose 
was slit and his face branded with 
letters. In 1556, one offender was 
brought "from Westminster Hall, riding 
with his face to the horse tayle, with a 
paper on his head, set on a pillorie. and 
then burned with a hot iron on both his 
cheeks with two letters (F and A) for 
false accusing."

Demands for toleration shake many North American churches 



Not so long ago, Christians 
who were homosexual de- 
voted much of their energy to 
cloaking that fact. Today not 
only have many of them come 
out of the closet, but they are 
also staging rallies, disrupting 
worship services and aggres- 
sively demanding church en- 
dorsement of their life-styles. 
For gay liberationists, nothing 
would better epitomize moral 
acceptance than for the 
churches to ordain open, prac- 
ticing homosexuals as clergy. 
The result is a bitterly fought 
battle over the acceptance of 
gay ministers now being waged 
in both the Roman Catholic 
Church and mainline Protes- 
tant groups. 

The latest skirmish erupted 
last week in San Francisco, as 
parishioners of St. Francis Lu- 
theran Church voted 46ito 5 to 
call a lesbian couple as assistant 
pastors: Ruth Frost and Phyllis Zillhart, 
both graduates of Luther Northwestern 
seminary in Minnesota. Bishop Lyle 
Miller refuses to approve them as minis- 
ters because they will not commit them- 
selves to sexual abstinence. The congrega- 
tion, half gay, will have to ordain the 
women on its own, defyingi both the ordi- 
nation rules of the 5.3 million-member 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in America 
and its policy against "homosexual erotic 
activity" among ministers. 

In the Episcopal Church, numerous 
bishops openly oppose the denomina- 
tion's official stand against ordination of 
"practicing" homosexuals. Some clergy 
are promoting more radical opinions. 
Carter Heyward, one of the Episcopa- 
lians' pioneer female priests, is now an en- 
thusiastic lesbian and a theology professor 
at the Episcopal Divinity School in Mas- 
sachusetts. In a new book, Touching Our 
Strength: The Erotic as Power and the 
Love of Cod (Harper & Row; $12.95), 
Heyward says that for gays "fidelity to our 
primary relational commitments does not 
require monogamy." She even allows for 
some sadomasochism. 

In the 8.9 million-member United 
Methodist Church in the U.S., ecclesiasti- 
cal legislatures have wrestled with several 
cases involving gay clergy. Though some 
national church agencies have advocated 
toleration of gay clergy, grass-roots con- 
servatives have fended off any such policy 
change. The latest round of the 17-year

battle involves a committee that is re- 
examining the church's approach to ho- 
mosexuality. The Presbyterian Church 
too is restudying sexuality, raising the 
prospect that its stand against gay behav- 
ior could be changed. 

Some Protestant denominations have 
landed on the liberationist side. The Uni- 
tarian Universalists openly welcome gay 
clergy. The U.S. United Church of Christ, 
which in 1972 became the first major de- 
nomination to ordain an avowedly homo- 
sexual clergyman, subsequently stated 
that homosexual orientation is no barrier 
to ordination, leaving open the matter of 
ministers' active sexual behavior. The 
United Church of Canada is in an uproar 
over a similar policy is- 
sued last year. 

Perhaps the most 
emotional debates are 
those now occurring 
within the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. Father An- 
drew Greeley, the irre- 
pressible U.S. sociologist 
and novelist, complained 
in a recent article that re- 
gard for priestly celibacy 
is being undermined by a 
"national network" of ac- 
tively homosexual clergy. 
"In some dioceses, certain 
rectories have become 
lavender houses," he 
grumbled. Theologian 




Richard McBrien of the University of No- 
tre Dame contends that homosexuality is 
so widespread that "heterosexual males 
are deciding in ever increasing numbers 
not even to consider the priesthood." 

Just how common is homo- 
sexuality among the Catholic 
clergy? A September Washing- 
; ton Post article cited the figures 
' of a Baltimore therapist, A.W. 
Richard Sipe, who, after 25 
years of interviewing 1 ,000 
priests, concluded that 20% of 
the U.S.'s Catholic clergy are 
gay, half of those sexually ac- 
tive. Sipe also estimates that 4% 
of priests are sexually attracted 
to adolescents and an addition- 
al 2% to children under 13. Re- 
sponding last month, David 
Brinkmoeller, director of the 
U.S. bishops' secretariat on 
priestly life, questioned the va- 
lidity of the figures. 

In a new anthology, Homo- 
sexuality in the Priesthood and 
the Religious Life (Crossroad; 
$14.95), Salvatorian priest Rob- 
ert Nugent, who has worked 
among gay Catholics for twelve 
years, says estimates on the 
numbers of homosexual clergy 
range from "the most conservative 10% to 
a more reasonable 20%" or higher. He 
notes that a U.S. survey by vocation direc- 
tors in men's religious orders showed that 
from 1981 to 1985, 5% of candidates ac- 
cepted for the priesthood identified them- 
selves to the church as being homosexual 
in orientation. 

In another recently published anthol- 
ogy, Gay Priests (Harper & Row; $17.95), 
University of Kentucky researcher James 
G. Wolf reports the results of a survey 
conducted among a loose network of ho- 
mosexual clergy who sent the question- 
naires to one another. The 101 respon- 
dents, obviously not a representative 
sample, typically estimated the extent of 
, clerical homosexuality at 
■ 40% to 60%. Though 
| those numbers are of little 
scientific value, the par- 
ticipating priests offered 
interesting revelations on 
their own views. Only one 
of them said he had ab- 
stained entirely from sex 
once he became a priest; 
37% reported their sexual 
activity to be frequent 
since ordination. 

Influenced by liberal- 
ization in both theology 
and society, such clergy- 
men reject or redefine the 
official concept of celiba- 
cy. Many of them inter-

Full of Grace 

JOSEPH CARDINAL BERNARDIN SITS IN HIS FOURTH-FLOOR OFFICE AT THE 
Chicago archdiocese two days after a suit against him alleging sexual abuse 
has been withdrawn. He has got calls from the Pope and the First Lady on his 
red phone, the only dash of color in the severely plain room. He turns away 
from his marble conference table to point at the window he looked out on the 
day before the suit was filed last November. He remembers seeing a few report- 
ers huddled below near the canopy of the Barclay hotel, peering up at his office. 
Every time he glanced down, there were more of them until, like the birds in 
Alfred Hitchcock's thriller, so many had gathered that he knew the situation had 
grown ominous. 

He left his office and went home to change for a charity dinner. Reporters 
were waiting for him there too, and at that point he decided he had to take their 
questions. "I'm an open person, not defensive. I hadn't even seen this suit, but it 
was clear I couldn't wait. So I simply told them I had never abused anyone at any 
time at any place." 

What happened next is a textbook illustration of how people can manipulate 
the media and why journalists must 
do their own homework before giv- 
ing extended airtirne to uncorrobo- 
rated allegations. According to a 
source familiar with the case, the 
plaintiff's lawyer had rushed to file 
the suit in hopes of having it includ- 
ed in an imminent cnn special on 
priests and sex. Indeed, plaintiff 
Steven Cook, 35, had been made 
available for an exclusive cnn inter- 
view. Sure enough, when the suit 
was filed the next day, Nov. 12, cnn 
aired the interview with Cook, who 
said he had repressed the memory 
that the Cardinal had had sex with 
him when he was a teenage pre- 
seminarian in the 1970s. Bernardin 
was given time by cnn later in the day for his own press conference. But that 
fueled rather than cooled the story. 

That Sunday, Nov. 14, cnn aired its hourlong special, which had been in the 
works for months. Cook's charges were added to the program and used to pro- 
mote it. The show carried this introduction: "Charges that a prince of the 
church, a man eligible to become Pope, a Cardinal on the forefront of reforming 
how the church deals with clergy's sexual abuse, has himself fallen from grace." 

cnn was not alone in giving Cook the oxygen of publicity. But when the 
only hook for a story is a lawsuit— which in America takes only one person 
convincing one lawyer to go forward— the media are under some obligation 
to check out the accusation. In this case, a modest amount of reporting 
would have shown the charges to be suspect. Repressed memory is contro- 
versial to begin with, and the hypnotist who jogged Cook's memory is in the 
graphic-arts business and is not a licensed psychologist. The evidence was 
flimsy. There was no telltale inscription in a book Bernardin was supposed 
to have given him, and Cook's photo of the two of them was a group gradua- 
tion photo, one of thousands Bernardin was in. 

Bernardin struggles to be spirit and not flesh as he reflects on the case, 
saying he passed as swiftly as possible from "Why me?" and anger to com- 
passion. His worst moment ("embarrassing and humiliating," he says) may 
have been when he was asked on camera whether he was sexually active. 

Now Bernardin's reputation as one of the most admired princes of the 
church is sullied. His obituary will contain the charge of sexual misconduct— at 
least parenthetically. As penance for its fall from grace, cnn gave the Cardinal a 
quarter-hour on Friday night to try to allow him to recover what was taken from 
him. Is it enough? Is it too late? ■

leave enough time for pressing issues such 
as population growth or polygamy. 

The synod reflects the fact that Africa 
offers extraordinary opportunity for the 
church. The continent today counts at least 
92 million Catliolics, compared with 52 
million in 1980 when John Paul made the 
first of his 10 visits to the region. In contrast 
to the trend in the West, seminary enroll- 
ment in Africa is on the rise (currently 
55,000). The continent's 20,700 priests and 
42,000 nuns are backed up by a unique 
corps of 264,000 lay catechists, who do 
much of the everyday ministering. 

Given Africa's wide range of prob- 
lems—tribal and civil war, dictatorship, 
famine, aids— there is plenty of work for 
such an army of spiritual counselors. In the 
religious realm, too, there are serious diffi- 
culties: Catholics are persecuted in some 
Muslim lands; Pentecostalists and "African 
Independent" churches offer Christian 
competition, and some converts are per- 
petually tempted to stray back into tribal 
religions they never quite left. 

Still, Catholicism increasingly has been 
using its power to speak out against social 
injustice, especially in countries run by op- 
pressive regimes: Kenya and Malawi pro- 
vide two dramatic and ongoing examples. 
In South Africa the hierarchy condemned 
apartheid as "intrinsically evil" as early as

1957, and later integrated Catholic scho 
in defiance of government policy. 

The Vatican has shown a striking rea 
ness to bend the rules where Africa is cc 
cemed. Though Rome rarely grants perm 
sion for priests to hold political office, Afr 
is treated more loosely, apparently on \ 
assumption that countries in crisis need 
their human assets. Benin's Archbishop I 
dore de Souza, for example, did not wait 
Vatican approval in 1990 before taki 
charge of a nationwide emergency conf 
ence that wound up ousting General Ma 
ieu Kerekou and refashioning the govei 
ment; Rome uttered no complaints after 1 
fact. Since then bishops in Congo, Gab 
Togo and Zaire have temporarily assum 
nonpartisan national leadership posts 
similar efforts to overcome political crise: 

The Vatican has also shown flexibil 
in the matter of priestly celibacy, whi 
poses a grave problem for traditional Aj 
can culture. Experts estimate, sotto vo 
that up to three-fourths of African prie 
are in effect married and raising childn 
"It is no secret in Rome. It is accepted 1 
cause if you want to deal with it, you are j 
ing to have to deal with the loss of your cl 
gy," says a veteran missionary expert. 

The African bishops did manage to ] 
one potentially sensitive topic on the sj 
od's agenda: "inculturation," which in 
mildest form means the faith taking rooi 
a new culture. "There's no reason for < 
eryone to make such a big deal out 
incultu ration," says a Vatican official, w 
points out that when Christianity first 
rived in Rome, "it took pagan customs a 
adapted them to the liturgy." Althou 
Africanization was celebrated at 1 
week s Mass, the Vatican remains war; 
fortnight before the synod opened, it 
sued new guidelines for inculturation 
worship that warn against even a h 
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Alcoholism and Drug Abuse 



Alcoholism has been a major problem devastating virtually 
all parts of the non-Muslim world. Specifically, the Americans 
and the Russians are among the notoriously known alcoholics in 
the world. 

According to the U.S. National Center for Disease Control, 
"At least 46 percent of the cirrhosis deaths among U.S. men, 
and at least 15% of cirrhosis deaths among women, is attributable 
to heavy drinking." 

There are 10 million alcohol dependents in the United 
States. There, the death toll due to traffic accidents is 60,000 
annually, of which half of them are related to alcoholism. Deaths 
due to diseases caused by alcohol range between 15,000 and 
20,000 annually; and suicide and murder committed under the 
influence of alcohol reach a similar figure. The annual costs of 
alcohol-related problems in the U.S. were $30 billion in 1971, $56 
billion in 1978 and $43 billion in 1979. 

Nine out of 10 Americans think drugs are a chief important 
cause of crime and 81% favor using the National Guard to patrol 
drug infested neighborhoods, according to the survey released 
on July 29, 1989 by the Lexis Computer Legal Research Service 
and the National Law Journal. Asked to choose the "chief" or 
"Important" causes of crime, 91% of the respondents said drugs; 
87% said the failure of the criminal justice system and 81% cited 
a decline in moral and ethical values. Those polled were asked 
to scorevthe perceived safety of American cities, from one (very 
safe) to ten (very dangerous). The worst eight: New York (7.65; 
Miami, 7.23; Los Angeles, 6.95; Washington, 6.78; Chicago, 6.56; 
Detroit, 6.38; Atlanta, 4.81; and Boston, 4.46. 

In the Soviet Union, 37% of the workers are alcoholics. 
Absenteeism, caused not only by the need to spend hours lining 
up for the staples of the next day's meals but also by widespread 
drunkenness, is prevalent in the country. Abseentism and 

alcoholism are the twin menaces responsible for the country's 
low industrial productivity and poor quality products. 

The Soviet Union Is on top of the world as the Number 
One alcohol dependent country, with 25 million Soviets suffering 
from alcohol dependence, and 15% of the adult population now 
getting treatment for alcohol dependence. 

Per caput use of hard liquor In the USSR is the highest In 
the world and has reportedly Increased fivefold since 1940. 
Rampant alcoholism Is known to be the most common reason 
why one out of two Soviet marriages now ends In divorce. 
Alcoholism Is also blamed for 67% of all economic crimes, 60% 
of all serious traffic accidents, and 90% of all murders. 

Gorbachev's war against the "green snake" - alcohol 
abuse - Included the closure of more than two-thirds of the 
country's liquor stores, reduction in the production of wines and 
spirits, and the Increase of fine for public drunkenness from 3 
rubles to 50 rubles. Pensioners, however, spend afternoons in 
the three-hour vodka lines and then sell thirsty workers a glassful 
at the end of the day - for double the going price.
